Monitor Petroleum Coprora -1 
tion plans to fracture the third 1 
of five “pay” zones in its deep , 
test well in Elliott County late 
this week. 

Workers on Wednesday were 
still swabbing out after Halli¬ 
burton had fractured the sec¬ 
ond “pay” zone Aug. 14. The 
job had been delayed when a 
motor on the cable-tool rig 
used for swabbing burned out 
soon after swabbing started. 

Subsequently aother rig was 
brought in from west Kentu.- 
ky, and swabbing got underway 
last weekend. But the operation 
was slow. 

The “frack” job was over 
7.800 feet deep, and the swab¬ 
bers had to bring out over 1,000 
barrels of water and several 
thousand pounds of sand used in 
the frecturing job. 

“And we're running into a 
lot of gas and oil—and this is 
hampering the work,” said Bink 
Strickland, division engineer for 
Monitor, Wednesday. 

The well was drilled to a 
depth of about 9,600 feet, and 
the first “pay” zone was i 
“tracked” five weeks ago at a I 
depth of about 7,900 feet. The | 
second “pay” was about 30 feet 
above the first “pay”, Strickland

Youth divisions 
are limited to Morgan County 
youth only. 

All livestock exhibited will 
be subject to State Health De¬ 
partment regulations regarding 
health certificates. Those plan 
ning to exhibit livestock in the 
fair should contact Dr. William 
G. Holbrook. West Liberty, to 
get health papers. 

Other exhibits will include 
field crops, garden products, 
fruits, canned goods, eggs, 
clothing, knitted garments, cro¬ 
chet work, flowers, breads, pies, 
cakes, cookies, candies, arts and 
crafts, and anything made or 
j produced by 4-H and FFA boys 
and girls. 

Farm and home exhibits are 
to be entered between 4 and 
C p.m. Wednesday and will 
remain on display through 
the remainder of the week.

He said, however, that while 
actual losses of yield in some 
instances may approach 50 
percent, most Morgan crops 
won't be as badly damaged 
as some experts have predict¬ 
ed. He said tiiis is due to the 
fact that most corn in Mor¬ 
gan was nearing maturity 
when the blight struck, about 
two weeks ago. 

The. more mature the corn 
is when the blight strikes, the 
less damage it causes, he said. 

He pointed out that Uni¬ 
versity of Kentucky Extension 
experts caution farmers aga¬ 
inst over-reacting to the pro¬ 
blem. 

The experts recommend 
letting the blighted corn ma¬ 
ture as long as possible. If 
the blight strikes the corn in 
the hard- dough stage, the 
plant will nevertheless pro¬ 
ceed to make grain. Some car 
rot will develop, but only 
about 10 percent of the yield 
will be affected. 

Partners are encouraged to 
use severely blighted corn 
for silage, even if the corn 
hasn't tasselod before the 
blight hits, grass silrge can 
be made from the corn. Such 
corn should bo cut and wilt¬ 
ed. and 200 to 250 pounds of 
crushed grain per ton should 
be added to the grass silage 
1o insure proper nutrient con¬ 
tent. However, nitrate tests 
should be made on this type 
of material. County agents 
can supply farmers with the 
location of facilities where 
nitrate tests are run. 

One of the most important 
things for farmers to remem- 
l>er is that blight infested 
corn is not toxic, and no 
harmful side effects are ex¬ 
pected among livestock to 
which corn has boon fed, 
Howard said.

Morgan County Agricul¬ 
ture, Extension Agent Doug¬ 
las Howard reported this 
week that the southern corn 
leaf blight which is spread¬ 
ing rapidly throughout the 
southern U. S. has become 
wide-spread -n Morgan Coun- 


Morgan County schools open¬ 
ed Monday with an unofficial 
county-wide enrollment of 2,498.

Richard Jett, principal rt 
Morgan County High and Ele¬ 
mentary, reports an enrollment 
of 1,037. High school enrollment 
is 544 and there are 493 in 
grades five through eight. 

At West Liberty Elementary, 
Principal Neil Hunley listed an 
enrollment of 475. Principal 
Hunley noted that first grade 
enrollment at his school is 142, 
up 40 from last year’s enroll¬ 
ment. 

Ezcl High and Grade School 
has an enrollment of 355, ac¬ 
cording to Principal Conrad 
Rowland. 

Principal Glen Whitt announc¬ 
ed an enrollment of 151 at 
Wrigley Elementary. Crockett 
Principal William A. Patrick 
said he has an enrollment of 290, 
and Homer Jones, principal at 
Cannel City Schools, reported 
an enrollment of 190. 

All principals said they ex¬ 
pect additional students to en¬ 
roll during the next week or 
so. 

Enrollment this year is down 
from last year when 2,516 en¬ 
rolled on opening day. The 1970 
opening day enrollment is 159 
less than the number enrolled 
in Morgan County Schools on 
opening day two years ago.

FRANKFORT, KY. — All¬ 
state Insurance Co. has been 
granted a 10.2% statewide 
average rate increase for auto¬ 
motive coverage, the second 
increase for the company in 18 
months. Allstate received a

Insurance Commissioner Ro¬ 
bert Preston said all other in¬ 
surance companies operating 
in Kentucky have been grant¬ 
ed increases recently. These 
include State Farm Mutual, 
Nationwide, the Kentucky 
Farm Bureau, and all 250 
companies comprising the In¬ 
surance Rating Board. 

Allstate’s new increase will 
amount to about $527 000 an¬ 
nually in addad rates.

COAL TO JAPAN — There’s 
big money to be made in coal, 
and new strip-mining opera¬ 
tions are springing up all over 
the mountains. Japanese steel 
mills have out-bid domestic 
coal consumers for two ye^rs, 
and most of Appalachia’s best 
waking coal is now being 
sold to Japan. This leaves a 
shortage for steel mills and 
electric plants in America, 
and they are scrambling to 
get coal wherever they can. 
Some electric companies are 
burning the inferior grades of 
coal to keep their generating 
plants operating, and price 
of coal has trippled 1 in three 
years in East Kentucky.

N’EW POLLUTION - FREE EN¬ 
GINE—W. L. Sinto. a Sarasota 
Fla research scientist, said last 
week he had signed a multi 
million dollar contract for mass 
iroduction of his pollution-free 
-ngire in the Japanese auto 
'he Datsun. But Minto said the 
,'ontract did not include other 
nations, thus he is free to ne¬ 
gotiate for sale of rights for 
the new engine to American 
auto producers. The contract 
was signed in Tokyo, and Dat- 
<un has announced the pollut¬ 
ion-free engine will be in its 
1973 autos. Perfected after 
years of work in the Kinetics 
Corp plant in Florida, the en¬ 
gine is powered by Freon, a 
liquid chemical. The car will 
vet 25 to 30 miles per gallon. 
Because there are so few parts, 
ihe engine is virtually mainten¬ 
ance-free and would last for 
many years, Datsun said. Minto 
worked on development of the 
atom bomb and in recent years 
has been experimenting with 
auto engines. The conventional 
type internal combustion auto 
engine is responsible for 60% 
of air contamination in Amer 
ica, scientists say.

AMERICA’S NEW ROMANTICISM INCITES 
STRANGE REACTIONS 


T.B. DEATHS — Tuberculosis 
is still a problem in Kentucky. 
Last year 197 Kentuckians died 
of tuberculosis out of 1137 cases. 


TIME Magazine publisher Henry Luce in a 
eha nber of commerce speech stresses the need 
for calmness lest America’s new romanticise 
incite over-reaction to the apparent contradic¬ 
tions. Luce nots: "This new American Roman¬ 
ticism is characterized by an exaltation of 
passion and emotion, rather than reason, and 
a targeting of these values on things that are 
distant in time or space—the far away, the 
long ago and the yet to come, if not actually 
the never never. Romanticism mixes love and 
violence, vision and illusion, idealism and ir 
relevancy, passion and escape. It is a very 


hard mixture to contend with. 

“The romantic syndrome can do much dam¬ 
age. It will deny to some the ability to ach¬ 
ieve a productive and satisfying life. It will 
enable radical agitators to exploit many eas¬ 
ily-influenced souls in the service of their 
dangerous causes. It will alter the role of 
institutions like the universities, perhaps de¬ 
stroying their freedom and rendering them a 
stultifying presence, or worse. It might even 
threaten our democratic form of government 
itself.” 


4-LANE CONNECTOR — More- 
head is getting a four-lane con¬ 
necting road from the city to 
lnterstate-64, which runs 2.6 
miles to the north of the city.

POLLUTION - FREE EN¬ 
GINE — Wallace Minto of 
Kinetics Corporation who sold 
foreign rights to his new pol¬ 
lution-free auto engine to the 
Japanese to power their Dat¬ 
sun mini-car, says American 
auto manufacturers are wedd¬ 
ed to the internal combustion 
engine and would not consider 
his new engine for American 
cars. Internal combustion en¬ 
gines in cars and trucks emit 
over 60% of air pollutants in 
America, scientists say. Minto 
said American manufacturers 
“are going to maintain the 
status quo at all costs. They 
maintain nothing will work but 
the internal combustion en¬ 
gine, and they seem to think 
they can make it efficient 
in the next five years, thus 
cutting down pollution.” Min¬ 
to signed a multi-million dol¬ 
lar contract last week in Tok¬ 
yo and the engine will be 
used to power the Datsun cars 
in 1972 and 73. Minto’s new 
engine works the same essen¬ 
tially as early steam cars, but 
it use Freon instead of water 
to produce steam. Kerosene 
is the fuel used to heat the 
boiler. The engine has only 
two moving parts and weighs 
only 52 pounds. He says the 
Freon-steam engine will have 
the life of 50 internal com¬ 
bustion engines and runs much 
smoother than the internal 
engine. 1 


SEVERANCE TAX ON COAL WOULD 
HELP THE MOUNTAINS 


KENTUCKY INCOME UP — 
Personal income of Kentuckians 
rose 97.7% during the 1960 de¬ 
cade, highest of any surround¬ 
ing state. According to the U. S. 
Department of Commerce, the 
annual income of Kentuckians 
per person was $2,847, which 
was nearly double what it was 
in 1960. Ohio’s per-capita in¬ 
come for 1969 was $3,738, an 
increase of 82.4% in the decade. 
West Virginia’s per-capita in¬ 
come was $2,603, up 61.2% in 
the decade. But only Ohio’s 
per-capita income equaled the 
national average of $3,700. Total 
personal income in Kentucky 
last year was 9.2 billion. Nat 
ionally. the growth rate was 
94.5% in the decade. 


Appalachian states a greater share of the 
wealth from coal mining. Once the coal is 
mined, this wealth will be gone, and Appal¬ 
achia’s principal mineral resource will be 

gone. 

Mine operators too long have taken out this 
wealth without contributing a fair share of 
the taxes. 

The Appalachian Commission also authoriz¬ 
ed dudies to find ways to reduce harmful 
environmental effects of coal mining. This 
too is long over due. 


The Appalachian Regional Commission last 
week authorized a study that could lead to 
recommending a federal severance tax on coai 
A severance tax on extraction of coal from 
our hill cuntry is long overdue. But whether 
the state or federal government should order 
the tax is a question. 

The Appalachian Commission thinks a 
nationwide severance tax enacted by Congress 
would give no mining operation a price ad¬ 
vantage over any other. And a part of the 
tax would be returned to the state where the 
coal is mined. Such a tax is needed to give 


WASHINGTON — Rep. Carl 
D. Perkins (D-Ky.) Wednes¬ 
day asked the Bureau of the 
Budget to release almost $7.5 
million in federal student aid 
funds for Kentucky.

B. Thompson. 

Areas served by social se¬ 
curity offices range from one 
of the newes: (Anaheim, Cali¬ 
fornia), and the oldest (Aus¬ 
tin, Texas), to one of the most 
elongated—that of Anchorage, 
Alaska, which stretches from 
the western end of the Alask- 
ian panhandle to the most re¬ 
mote, island in the Aleutian 
chain. 

The Ashland office, which 
was opened on January 15, 
1937, serves an area composed 
of seven counties—Boyd, Car¬ 
ter, Elliott, Greenup, Law¬ 
rence, Morgan and Rowan. 
The office is currently pay¬ 
ing $17,940,000 annually in 
benefits to 21 thousand ser¬ 
vice area residents. 

Social security also serves 
the people through neighbor¬ 
hood offices and contact sta¬ 
tions located “Where the peo-

A new amendment to the 
state pesticide law passed by 
the 1970 General Assembly 
goes into effect September 1. 

The new amendment limits 
the use of DDT to the control 
of household pests, subterran¬ 
ean termites, bats, rats, and 
mice. Any other use of the 
chemical is now forbidden by 
the new law. 

The amendment also forbids 
persons from selling DDT in a 
quantity of more than one pound 
until the purchaser signs a 
written statement that the DDT 
will be used only for one or 
more of the authorized purposes 

Any person who violates the 
amendment will be “jointly and 
severally liable for treble dam¬ 
ages to any person whose per¬ 
son or property is damaged by 
tho misuse.”
